Schlesinger Gets Post; 
Sorensen to Head CIA

PLAINS, Ga., Dec, 23 (WP1.— 
In the last of a two-week series 
of news conferences. President- 
elect Jimmy’ Carter today com- 
Pleted his Cabinet, naming 
Washington attorney Joseph 
Califano jr, a former special 
assistani to President Lyndon 
Johnson, as secretary of Health, 
Education and Welfare. 

Myr, Carter also named Theo- 
dore Sorensen, who was ἃ close 
aide to President John Kennedy, 
to be both director of the CIA 
and director of central intelli- 
gence. 

And he picked one of his own 
elose pre-election advisers, iomer 
Defense Secretary James Schie- 
singer. to fill a newly created 
job, that of coordinating all 
federal energy policy from the 
White Bouse. 

The choice will keep Mr. 
Schlesinger, whom the President- 
elect, passed over for defense 
secretary, close to Mr. Carter and 
handy for a number of possible 
assignments. It also makes Mr. 
Schlesinger the prime candidate 
for the new Cabinet-level energy 
department that Mr. Carter said 
he wants to create. 

Records Praised 

As usual, Mr. Carter said little 
about why he chose these partic- 
niar men other than declaring 
his confidence in them and 
praising their record and their 
acceptance of his pclicy posi- 
tions, 

At the news conference. where 
all three were introduced. Mr. 
Sorensen drew most of the ques- 
tions, including two asking him 
to explain his qualifications for 
the CIA post. 

Mr. Sorensen, 48, said he did 
not ask for the job, But, “be- 
cause this assignment is central 
to the -maimtenance of a secure 
peace in the world. I did not feel 
1 could turn him down,” he said. 

In response ta a question, Mr. 
Sorensen said the report of the 
Senate Select Committee on In- 
telligence Activities makes it 
clear that the CLA must retain 
its ability for covert activity. 

Such activities, he seid. 
“should be relied upon only un- 
der the most extraordinary cir- 
cumstances, when the vital in- 
terests of the United States are 
truly at stake and when the ac- 
tivity is carried on in @ manner 
that is accountable to Congress, 
and which has been approved by 
the: president on the grounds 
that the chances of success are 
high, and that the cost of doing 
the same job in a public, overt 
manner would be too high.” 

Past Abuses 

That, he said, would rule out 
assassinations, overthrow of gov- 
ernments, domestic surveillance 
aud other past abuses of CLA au- 
thority. 

Mr. . Schlesinger delivered a 
warning on energy consumption 
similar to those that hare been 
repeatedly voiced—but hot heed- 
ed—by energy advisers in the 
Ford and Nixon administrations.

Beirut Has Lofty Vision 
Of Rising From Ashes

BEIRUT. Dec. 23 (NYT).— 
Bankers and urban specialists 
have grandiose visions for the 
reconstruction of Beirut, Some 
of them propose to bulldoze the 
city’s old commercial center, 
which is a heap of rubble now, 
push the mass of debris into the 
Sca and build a new city center 
on the landfill, 

Newspapers print maps with 
graceiul desigus of cloverleafl 
traffic exchanges and tree- 
studded recreation areas replac- 
dng once-crowded neighborhoods. 

But expectations are more 
modest in the sections of the 
city where ordinary citizens are 
trying to pick up the pieces of 
their shattered lives. Hope 15 
tempered by doubts about the 
Tuture, by empty pockets and by 
continced fear. 

The crazy-quilt economic and 
eecial patterns of Lebanon are 
reflected in the way the country 
is seeking a new life. 

Shopkeepers are waiting with 
{πὴ conviction for the promised 
government subsidies to replen- 
ish their stock, Ther hare hid- 
cen soMe merchandise in their 
celiars and in the villages in the 
mountains, and they borrow 
frem brothers and cousins to get 
mere, 

A tatlor is looking desperately 
for the clients who ordered the 
last suits he fatied to finish be- 
fore the war—19 months ago. Fe 
has found two out of 10 and 
Says he needs three more to buy 
m‘terial and be back in business. 

Many people talk of emigrat- 
ins. to join relatives abroad. 

More Lebanese are living 
sbroad than in Lebanon and 
there relatives, rather than the 
government, are the source of 
cvnital that the average citizen 
ds canning on. 

Stolen goods worth millions of 
dollars are finding their way 
back inte conventional trade 
channels, 

The trading urge of the Leb- 
fmese is irrepressible and neariy 
everyone seems to be trading 
avain. But, so far, it is com- 
merce at subsistence level, 

Nowhere are the material and 


emotional obstacles to the com- 
mon citizen's transition to peace- 
time living more tangible than 
ou Assaad el-Assaad Street, where 
the first shots of the war were 
fired, 

The street connects the Mos- 
lem quarter of Shiyah in the 
southeastern part of the city with 
the Christian quarter of Ain el- 
Rummaneh. Both are crowded, 
modest middle-class suburbs. 

On April 13 last year, a bus 
with 29 Palestinians drove down 
Assaad el-Assaad from the Mos- 
lem section.

The Palestinians said it was 
murder, The rightist Christians 
said that the passengers were 
armed and had intended to at- 
tack.

Polish Police 
Raid Group — 
Of Dissidents 


WARSAW, Dec. 23 CReuters).— 
Polish security police today raid- 
ed the homes of several members 
and supporters of the Workers 
Defense Committee (WDC) in a 
move reportedly aimed at foiling 
plans by the dissident group to 
issue a communiqué. 

The police detained a 42-year- 
old woman writer, Anka Ko- 
walsks, who works closely with 
the committee, and searched her 
apartment before taking her to 
security headquarters. 

The committee, set up in Sep- 
tember to aid Poles jailed or dis- 
missed from their jobs after food 
riots here last June, has its com- 
muniqués typed in the homes of 
sympathizers. The typists move 
around so as to evade police 
searches. 

Today security men also raided 
the homes of two members of the 
WDC, Antoni Macierewicz and 
Piotr Naimski, who had previously 
been detained and questioned. 
The men were interrogated. 

A WDC spokesman said he be- 
lieved the homes of other eom- 
mittee members had been raided 
this morning and the members 
detained. " 

Observers said the police ac- 
tlons were probably designed to 
seize copies of a communiqué 
now under preparation. 'This had 
been the aim of previous raids 
in Warsaw.

of the disastrous Bay of Piss 
invasion. 

“Ted was always there,” recalis 
en intelligence official who par- 
ticipated in both events. “But he 
wasn't an activist. He was just 
@ listener and made sure he had 
the facts right.” 

‘There are some who question 
whether that qualifies the 48- 
year-old Mr. Sorensen for his new 
Tole. 

Qualifications Questioned 

Eenneth O'Donnell, who was 
President Kennedy's appoint- 
ments secretary, says Mr. So- 
rensen is “a terribly competent 
fellow" and “one of the most 
brilliant guys I kmow.” 

But Mr. O'Donnell adds, “I 
don't know what qualifications 
he has to head the CIA; that’s 
pot his hag.”

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The Argo Merchant Disaster 


whe “biggest oil spill disaster on the U.S. 
Stlantic Coast im our history" is the way 
Russell Train. administrator of the Envi- 
Fonmental Protection Agency, has charac- 
terized the wreck of the tanker Argo Mer- 
ehant of the Nantucket shoais. Train, wno 
4s not given to overstatement. was describ- 
imz the impact of this wholly preventable 
catastrophe that threatens incalculable 
damage to the great fisheries on the Georges 
Bank and to New England's coastal envi- 
sonment. 

As in the case of the famous Santa Bar- 
bara and Torrey Canyon spills of the six- 
ties. this one, too. may serve ἃ useful pur- 
pose if it galvanizes the public—and gov- 
emmental authority—into action that will 
reduce the likelihood of such disasters in the 
years anéad. Unless strong action is taken. 
accidents are not only probable: they are 
virtually certain. 

The Georges Bank, besides being one of the 
world’s most important fishing grounds, is 
also the site of prospective leases on the 
outer continental shelf. from which it is 
estimated that some 180.000 barrels of oll 
a day will be extracted at maximum produc- 
tlon. Under present plans. this olf is to 
be carried by tanker from the offshore wells 
—thus greatly increasing the tanker traffic 
τι the area and. with it, the probability of 
similar wrecks—and spills.

Action Against 


International concern over the spread of 
nuclear weapons seems to be, well, spread- 
ing. The other day France announced 2 
formal nuclear-export policy designed to 
prevent the sale of technology that would 
alow a buyer. if tempted, to move on from 
producing power to making a bomb. And 
on Monday West Germany indicated—grant~ 
ed. in an elliptical manner that requires 
clarification—that it was weighing a similar 
policy. The significance of these steps lies 
im the fact that, among nuclear suppliers, 
France and West Germany are the two gov- 
ernments under the heaviest commercial 
pressure to seli those components of the 
nuclear-fuel eycle that would permit the 
building of nuclear weapons. Other would- 
be suppliers, including the United States. 
have their commercial impnises under 
fighter control. 

There i, however, a hitch, So far France 
has refused to cancel the sale of a repro- 
eessing plant to Pakistan, and West Ger- 
many stands on its determination to sell a 
multi-billion-dollar soup-te-nuts nuclear 
industry to Brazil As suppliers, they take 
the view that they don't wish to deprive 
friendly Third World states of the technol- 
egy that the latter feel is essential to thelr 
development. 

But not all is bleak. Pakistan wants to 
buy 110 US. A-7 light bombers in a three- 
guarter-billion-dollar deal that would be 
Sinanced by Saudi Arabia. The U.S. position 
is that. if Pakistan bought the French re- 
processing plant. it could not expect to ac- 


might not economically warrant the addi- 
tional cost, But if the site is considered 
that minimally productive, why drill there 
at all? 

The affalr of the Argo Merchant raises 
several other questions that need thorough 
study before offshore drilling in the At- 
lantic becomes a fixed procedure. The ship, 
which had an appalling histary of previous 
accidents, was so far off course that know- 
ing observers in the area wonder wheter 
its skipper was not deliberately taking a 
short-cut in order to trim costs, a practice 
they suggest is not uncommon. με So, why 
has it been allowed? It is falr to ask. too. 
whether the Coast Guard {5 as powerless as 
it appears to be to coniain oil spilled in the 
Tough Atlantic. If it is, that is additional 
testimony against offshore drilling in 
those waters. In addition, the ship's record 
raises serious questions about the policing 
of all tanker operations, apart from the off- 
shore drilling issue. 

The fishermen of the Georges Bank will 
be fortunate if the spill from the Argo Mer- 
chant does not do long-term damage to the 
spawning grounds on which their industry 
depends. The people of the coastal area 
will be fortunate if a sudden shift in the 
tides does not bring disaster to their great 
resorts, Along tlie rest of the Atlantic 
Coast, residents will be fortunate if the 
lessons of the Argo Merchant are not lost 
on those who have the responsibility of 
deciding whether or not offshore oil is 
worth the possible price.

The issue is obviously too big 
to be resolved within a pollution context 
alone. But pollution remains a legitimate 
American concern. 

If the Nixon and Ford administrations, 
with other diplomatic fish to fry, did not 
find it feasibie to push hard enough on test- 
ing to make a difference, then the new 
administration. led by a man of special 
nuclear sensibilities, can perhaps look for 
ways to make a fresh start. It might, for 
instamce, consider some of SANE's recent 
proposals for involving Peking in future 
arms negotiations. No doubt there are other 
possibilities.

The development is the most 
important, and startling,“to date 
in a dispute thet 25 being closely 
watcbed in international financial 
circles.
